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ONE TREATY NEEDS REVISING. 

The abrogation of the Russian treaty of 1832 in 
& manner approved by diplomatic courtesy will 
leave the two countries still bound to each oth.r 
by many ties of friendly agreem:nt. 

Our northwestern boundary cry of “54-40 or 
fight!” arose out of an agreement with Russia in 
1824 as to trade and trading posts on the Pacific 
coast. The Russian treaty of 1867 negotiated by 
Seward is our sole title to Alaska. The treaty of 
1832 itself was modified by anotier treaty in 
1868. As early as 1854 we agreed with Russia by 
treaty that “free ships make free goods.” The 
declaration of 1874 clarified somewhat the mu- 
tual usage in Russia and the United States as 
to trademarks hitherto covered by tae 1868 addi- 
tion to the treaty of 1832. The agreement of 1884 
defined the system of measurement of vessels of 
the two nations for tonnage dues and other pur- 
poses. The extradition convention of 1887 has 
for 24 years bound Russia and the United States 
tc return fugitive criminals, except political of- 
fenders, to each other. The agreement of 1894 
provided a modus vivendi in the prolonged fur- 
seal-fishery agitation. The protocol of 1900 is 
no longer applicable; it merely named Mr. Asser 
of the Netherlands, the most recent recipient of 
the Nobel prize for his services to peace, as arbi- 
trator of certain claims against s«ussia for the 
1uegal seizure of sealing vessels. In 1904 a treaty 
regulating the position of corporations was for- 
raally ratified by the two countries, and in 1906 
an agreement for the protection of trademarks in 
China was effected by an exchange of diplomatic 
notes. 

The United States and Russia are also bound as 
members of the concert of nations by a series of 
international conferences, among which Ameri- 
cans may mention with pardonable pride those 
at The Hague for arbitration and the mitigation 
of war, in which great cause the Czar has led the 
monarchs of the world as the United States has 
led the nations. The United States need to re- 
draft only one of a considerable number of agree- 
ments binding them in friendly intercourse. The 
need is mutual. The treaty of 1832, in the lan- 
guage of the Lodge resolution, is “no longer re- 
sponsive” to the conditions in either country. A 
treaty nearly 80 years old does not conform to 
present-day facts and conditions. It needs re- 
vising. 
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So the pilot of the Olympic was to blame for 
the big liner’s collision with the British cruiser 
Hawke. Some day, perhaps, someone besides the 
engineer of the train or the pilot of the boat will 
be obliged to bear some of the blame after col- 
lision or fire. 
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AN OZARK OPPORTUNITY. 

If it does nothing but draw Missourians to 
learn something about their own State, the 
Ozark Land Congress at Springfield accomplishes 
a useful work. But, if it can do so much, why 
not go farther? 

Missouri has every natural advantage. If its 
resources are properly and continuously put be- 
fore the right persons, a large access of desirable 
/population must accrue. If the Ozark Land 
Congress possessed permanent headquarters in 
St. Louis, equipped with well-prepared literature 
describing every part of the Ozarks, the soils, the 
minerals, the timber, and showing by adequate 
photographs the character of the country, it 
mcould not fail, under wide-awake: direction, to 
do great good.

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POLICE CLUB AND REVOLVER. 
The justifiable use of the police revolver was 
illustrated by Probationary Patrolman Andreas 
when, in defense of his own life, he was obliged 
to kill the desperate maniac who attacked him 
with an ice pick in a dark cellar. The officer's 
conduct was not only justifiable, but commend- 
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able. He did not fire on his assailant until after 

had wounded himself by using his pistol as a 
‘club. But while in the hospital, suffering se- 
verely from his wound, the faithful officer suf- 
fers also from the idea that he might have 
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avoided taking a human life if he had been 
armed with a club instead of a pistol, or in ad- 
dition to his pistol. : 

While no blame can attach to him, he does 
draw from his own experience a moral that will 
apply in at least nine cases out of ten when the 
police revolver is used with fatal effect. “The 
club in the hands of an efficient officer postpones 
the necessity for manslaughter and nearly al- 
ways avoids it. The police of American cities 
are not more efficient than those of English 
cities who are disciplined in the use of the club. 
The revolver as a first resort is merely an un- 
isciplined American habit. 
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It is said that employes who fail to conceal in- 
formation as to violation of the nine-hour law 
for women are blacklisted by employers. Such 
methods of defeating compliance with law and 
public sentiment are futile. The law provides 
penalties for blacklisting. 
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It will be noted that while President Taft is 
trying to allay popular indignation and soothe the 
ruffled feelings of Russia, he did not take action 
according to his promise until popular agitation 
compelled him to act.

oath or affirmation, and particularly describing 
the places to be searched, and the persons or 
things to be seized.” One clause of the Four- 
teenth Amendment reads: “Nor shall any state 
deprive any person of life, liberty or property, 
without due process of law.” 

Were these sections of the supreme law of the 
land violated in the actions following upon the 
arrest of Miss Bertha Reichenbecher, a Christian 
Science healer, last Saturday? According to the 
report published in the Post-Dispatch on Sunday 
she was arrested without a-warrant having been 
previously issued and she was subjected to in- 
dignities. Would it not be well to have this mat- 
ter discussed in the columns of the Post-Dispatcn?

THE CARE 
OF A BABY 


Points Every 
Mother 
Should Know

RESH air, mother’s milk and a 
66 bath every day. In case of 
sickness, call a good doctor.” 

That is the sum and sub- 
stance of what you should know 
sbeut the care of a baby, according to 
Dr. Abraham Jacobi, professor emeri- 
tus In the diseases of children, College 
of Physicians and Surgeons. Indeed, 
Dr. Jacobi says that a baby brought 
up under that rule will seldom, if ever, 
be sick. 

‘The most important item in the care 
of a baby,”’ says Dr. Jacobi, “is moth- 
er's milk. When anybody tells you that 
cow’s milk is just as good, laugh at 
them. A nursing mother should keep 
herself well and her milk in good condi- 
tion by eating at regular hours three 
piain, well-cooked meals a day. She 
shovld drink water between meals. She 
shovld nurse the baby at regular hours, 
reniembering that large quantities of 
tea, coffee and beer do not improve the 
quality of a mother’s milk and may be 
injurious to the baby. As long as the 
mother is well the baby will be well. 

“The baby should never be kept in a 
room where the windows are closed, or 
where the heat is great. The tempera- 
ture of a living room should never ex- 
ceed 65 degrees; the temperature of the 
bed chamber should never exceed 60 de- 
g:ees.. The baby requires plenty of cool, 
fresh air. 

“One bath at least should be given 
the baby every day, and it should be 
sponged with cool water from two to 
four times a day when-the heat is ex- 
cessive. When the baby has a fever 
sporge it with cool water from two to 
three hours and place cool, wet cloths 
on {ts head. A baby with fever cannot 
catch cold. 

‘When you take the baby out on hot 
days, avoid the sun. Select the shady 
side of the street or the shade of the 
parks, recreation piers and roofs. Keep 
the baby out of doors as much as pos- 
sible, and in the warm weather remem- 
ber that the baby should not wear too 
many clothes. 

“The baby should be kept quiet. It 
should sleep alone and sleep as much 
as possible. It should sleep on a hard, 
firm bed and not on feather pillows. A 
baby should never be quieted with 
‘soothing syrup’ nor should it be allowed 
to suck a ‘comforter.’ ”’ 

Dr. Jacobi expressed himself strongly 
against the custom of feeding babies by 
bottle. He referred to a health bulletin 
which shows that of 4794 babies that died 
of digestive trouble, 99 per cent were bot- 
tle fed, and of the 16,218 babies under one 
year of age who died from all causes, 
one-third died before they were one 
month old. Dr. Jacobi believes that the 
larger proportion of these babies would 
have lived if they had been nursed by 
their own mothers. ~

The baby should be given two or three 
teaspoonfuls of cool, boiled water sev- 
eral times a day. It should never be 
Weaned'in hot weather.
